Human beings, svhethet 
lhc\ live in cities nr in the bush. «toon 
realise that for much of their lives they 
arc alone or. at best, within a small 
circle of farnik arid friend.-. 

For this reason they devise celebra- 
tions, familv and national, which take all 
sorts of forms.
